QUEER RAILROAD FEATURES.

The distance from St. PetersLurg to Mos- 
cow is 400 miles and the road is as straight 
asastring There are five trains every day, 
and it takes about ten hours to go from one 
point to the other on an express train.

SAVED BY AN AKAR 


A Siery of Sea and Decert. 


The British India Steam Navigation Com- 
ysSS. **Simia,” which has arrived ia 
mbay from the Persian Gulf, brought two 
men, named Desfully Lavy and Thelocouri 
Lavy, whose adventures and misfortunes 
during the months of June and July last it 
would be ditticult to find beatea in fiction. 
The two men, who are brothers, belong to 
Port Victoria, the capital of the island of 
Mahe, one of the group known as the Nev- 
chelles Islands. They had been engaged in 
carrying produce from oe island to another 
in the ** Venus,” a smail sailing craft of 
about twenty-five tons burthen. This vessel, 
which was of bat one sail, was 
worked by a crew of six, and in addition to 
the two men whose names are given above, 
they had on board, on the 23th Jane, St. 
Amour Lavy, their uncle : Kosier Lespoir 
and Julius Lespoir, father and son: and 
another man named Adolphe. These six 
persons set sail from Port Victoria in the 
** Venus,” on @ short voyage round the 
islands, having on boarda cargo of eggs, and 
provisions for a four days’ trip. However, 
shortly after leaving, they encountered bad 
weather, which prevented them again mak- 
ing for land, and four days after leaving 
port the sail was carried away by the 


PORCE OF THE STORM. 


By this time the little craft had been blown 
well out into the open sea, and those on 
board were soon aroused to the perils of 
position by the fact that they were drifting 
out of the track of vessels, and by the knowi- 
edge that their provisions only consisted of 
some 1S poundsof rice and about 20 gallons 
of water, the latter contaimed in @ cask. 
With the hope of being picked up by a px 
ing vessel growing more and more ra 
every moment, and with the knowledge that 
no rescue party from shore could then reach 
them, the men divided the rice into small 
allowances, and decided that each man’s 
share of the fresh water should be about 
equal to a couple of wineglasses duly. Hav- 
ing made this disposition of their small 
stock of eatables and drinkables, the six 
men taking it in turns to keep a look-out 
and to endeavor to keep the craft's head to 
the sea, settled themselves down to the in- 
evitable, as it seemed as tf their being res- 
cued would be little short of & miracle. 
With the Indian Ucean spread before their 
“ye and net a sight of land in any direction 
the crew spent several days in the spen 
boat, but on the 19th day after starting on 
their voyage, their provisions, beth of rice 
and fresh water, became exhausted. For « 
time the men had been partly appeasine 
their hunger by eating the eggs which 
formed their cargo, but the latter soon be- 
gan to rot, and ina few days were uneat 
able. With, therefore, no food left on board 
it 1s almost impossible to imagine the agon- 
es the men were subjected to, and some of 
them found the temptation to quench their 
thirst beyond control. The result was that 
more than one of the castaways drank the 
sea water, while seven days after the provi- 
sions had given out, St. Amour Lavy, one 
of the men, died from the effects of hunger 
aad cxposure, and was afterwards buried st 
sea. Two days afterwards the man Rosier 
died. This second death cast a gloom over 
the now despairing quartette left on board 
| the veasel, al of chen were by this time in

| hope was kindled in the hearts of the surviv- 
| ors by land being sighted ia the distance. 
| Later in the day the beat drifted on the 
shore, where it afterwards sank. Shortly 
after the shipwrecked men had managed to 
crawl on land another of their number suc- 
cumbed to the effects of the protracted pri- 
vations which he hed undergone on the 
voyage. itis worthy of mention thacduring 
| the thirty days the men were at sea they 
must have drifted at least 1,300 miles in 
| their open boat, as the place where they 
\'anded was subsequently found to be Raa- 
| boor or Ras Madruka, a deserted puint on 
the Arabian coast. While the three surviv- 
ors Were staggering about im search of food 
and water, they were surprised to see coming 
| towarde them @ solitary Redenie. This son 
| of the desert was at the time regarded as an 
| unwelcome visitor, as the brothers Lavy, 
| knowing that they must have been thrown 
on the coast of Africa, or Arabia, and know. 
ing alse that in such districts the natives of 
| the country were at variance with the civil 
ized world, were under the impressioa that 
| they would be either killed or sold into 
slavery. Their surprise can more easily be 
imagined than described, when the Bedouin, 
instead of subjecting them to ill-treatment, 
acted the part of the good Samaritan by 
| offering them food in the — ae dates and
